I looked at the output of my 40-9er (also a Version A board) on an IFR 
communications analyzer and found about the same thing you did, the harmonic 
is only about 16 dB down on the fundamental.

I can't help you on the Harris chip, but Digi-Key stock the CA3338 - 
which may or may not be useful for non-North Americans. They currently 
want about 20 US dollars for it. Harris's Far East distributor is in 
Japan, which may be more useful for you. Can you access their web 
site? 


> 3. Where can I get info on how to program the DDS? 


Get the data sheet. Briefly, you need to compute this number in 
binary, and submit it (serially, in this case) to the DDS: 


desired frequency / (clock frequency / 2**DDS word size) 


According to the HSP45102 data sheet, the clock frequency is either 33 
or 40 MHz, while the word size is 32 bits. Harris quote 0.009 Hz 
tuning resolution at 40 MHz, which is the denominator of this number, 
40000000 / 2*x*32. 


For the Q2220 chip, the clock frequency is 55 MHz, and the word size 
is 24 bits, so the denominator is 55000000 / 16777216, or 3.278 Hz. 
For an AD7008 chip (50 MHz clock, 32 bit phase accumulator) the number 
is 50000000 / 4294967296, or 0.01164 Hz per step. 


4. Would it help to have a 1:1 PLL strapped to the output of the DDS 
to filter out spurs? How much? Especially if a 12-bit DAC is used, 
will the improvement from a PLL justify the extra complexity 
involved?

Each additional bit of DAC resolution puts the noise down about 6 dBc. 
Since my interest is over a relatively narrow frequency range (5.0 to 
5.5 MHz) I'm using tight filtering - I can easily see the quantization 
at the filter input on a 20 MHz scope, but the output is pristine. No, 
I haven't hooked it up to a spectrum analyzer. Yet. :-) 


Harris quote -69 dBc for the HSP45102, which is about right for a 12 
bit DAC. 


> 5. I hear the DDS is a power hog? Just how hungry is this part? 


Harris quote 99 mA at 5 volts for the HSP45102 chip; my Qualcomm DDS 
draws 190 mA from a 12 volt supply. However, this includes the DDS and 
DAC chips (both o£ which run quite warm; the DAC is the same CA3338), 
as well as the microcontroller, the clock oscillator, the LCD display, 
its controller, and the interface between the microcontroller and DDS.

>tuner if it's a properly measured dipole? If I do need a tuner or power 
>meter to check swr does anyone have suggestions about how to built these 
>into the rig? 


I swear by tuners... for allband random-wire, longwire or center-fed antennas 
using a balanced line... 


But you probably won't need a tuner for a single-freq antenna with coax feed 
such as a dipole, in fact a tuner will not add anything except weight and 
bulk. 


Some hams mistakenly use a tuner in coax to "forcefeed" the wrong frequency 
down the coax in to the antenna (e.g. 7 MHz into a 28 MHz dipole), then 
they marvel at their low VSWR (at the radio) and the fact that they made a 
few local contacts :-) 


If SWR is below 2:1 on the coax (11%reflected) or 3:1 (25% reflected) you 
may wish to protect the transmitter with a tuner in the coax, but not much 
more VSWR than that. If SWR is higher, fix or change the antenna! A 
well-made dipole with coax feed, cut for the CW section of 40 will probably 
stay well under SWR 2:1 in almost all field setups. 


If you had a multibander radio- Heath HW-9, OHR-400, QRP Plus, (etc) then I 
would suggest a tuner and a single allband center- or end-fed antenna. If 
you didn't use a tuner and single wideband antenna then you would have to 
carry all of those separate dipoles, or traps, or multiband "fan" dipoles; 
rolls of coax, etc. 


Now, if you did want a VSWR meter for a tuner, I like the meter that was in 
SPRAT several years ago. Instead of resistors (bridge) or having to put a 
huge PC board in your QRP rig, this project used a few toroids instead... no 
special coax stubs or lines to build. The tuner RF portion could be made 
from a couple 360 PF "broadcast" caps and switched inductor in "pi" or "T" 
configuration. If you use SSB or go much over 5 watts, give up the 360 pf 
broadcast caps and use ones with wider spacing.

>I have been experiencing horrible line noise at my QTH for some time 
>now. My noise blanker on my "big rig" handles the problem well, but 
>since operating QRP rigs without noise blanking circuits, the noise has 
>driven me wild! In the rain the noise went away, so it was obvious 
>there was something amiss. Took out the trusty Sony all-band and it was 
>all over the neighborhood. A line-man gave me Mike's name and number 
>and after finally getting him out to the QTH, identified the problem 
>poles and fixed it! Now...... NO NOISE! 


Five years ago, I tried working with my Dept Water & Power (serves Los 
Angeles) on the same problem. Someone showed up with a broad spectrum 
receiver, went around to the poles in my neighborhood. My experience with 
utility companies and their line noise is not as productive- The response in 
a nutshell was: "Yep, there's some noise here, but that's normal...there's 
more noise as you go lower in frequency... can you use VHF?" Also, lines 
from another utility (Edison) run nearby and the DWP rep was conveniently 
able to place the blame on those lines (though my handheld HF receiver told 
me a different story). The big kiss-off. I guess the DWP engineer must have 
wanted to get out of the office, the weather was nice that morning. It's 
been a few years, maybe I'll document the problem again, report it and invoke 
the name of the Public Utilities Commission.

Bill, you wrote, in part: 


>The question that always comes to mind is how does one tell when the crystal 
>is no longer in control and the VXO becomes an LC oscillator instead? I 
>suspect there may be a sudden jump in frequency when that happens but I'm 
>not sure. Would anybody care to enlighten me on this? 


Yes, you can usually tell that the crystal is in longer in control because of 
a sudden jump in frequency. I like to listen to what's going on while I'm 
diddling with oscillators with a cw receiver. Helps you detect sudden 
changes, etc. Another clue is that the oscillator becomes very unstable and 
often exhibits definite hysteresis in tuning. 


BTW, I'm a firm believer in xlisteningx to what's going on. Saved the bacon a 
couple of times at work. Once an emi (electromagnetic interference) 
measurement crew tried to tell me that a powered down ac generator was causing 


strong emissions at about 20 kHz. I said "nuts!" and convinced them to turn 
on the bfo (gee what's that?) on their emi receiver. Seems there was a strong 
carrier going didly-diddly on 21.4 kHz. Reference Data for Radio Engineers 
showed that NSS in Annapolis was on 21.4 kHz and our loop antenna peaked in 
that direction. Case solved! 


Anyway that's a digression. More to come on VXOs as time permits. And Bill, 
the biblio's in the (e-) mail.
